WE  NOMINATE 

Richard  Kates  Paynter  Jr.,  who  week  after  week — 
in  spite  of  the  uncertainties  hanging  over  the  country 
in  the  summer  of  1953 — is  charged  with  the  tremen- 
dous responsibility  of  investing  an  average  of  a  million 
dollars  a  day.  As  Financial  Vice-President  of  the  New 
York  Life  Insurance  Company,  a  company  possessing 
admitted  assets  of  nearly  $5,500,000,000  and  with  ap- 
proximately $12,000,000,000  of  insurance  in  force,  this 
49-year  old  Princetonian  is  concerned  with  investment 
operations  which  stagger  a  layman's  comprehension 
of  things  financial  and  in  the  long  pull  help  balance 
the  nation's  economy  on  an  even  keel. 

Before  the  signing  of  the  Korean  Truce,  Paynter  took 
issue  with  the  dreary  economic  prophets  and  explained 
his  optimistic  views  to  a  newspaperman  interested  in 
just  how  Paynter  would  handle  his  company's  millions 
"if  a  recession  shows  up  later  this  year  or  early  next." 
He  assured  the  reporter  that  a  large  share  of  the  funds- 
to-be-invested  had  already  been  allocated  to  "where 
they  promise  to  bring  in  an  adequate  yield  consistent 
with  safety"  and  stressed  that  Jiis  reasoned  optimism 
is  hinged  upon  America's  growth  in  population  and 
industrial  production.  Ten  days  or  so  after  the  armis- 
tice, business  seemed  to  have  drawn  the  same  conclu- 
sion; a  widely  quoted  spokesman  declared,  "the  Nation's 
prosperity  is  not  dependent  on  war  or  defense  expendi- 
tures." 

A  native  of  Washington,  D.  C,  and  a  member  of  the 
Princeton  Class  of  1925,  Paynter  has  made  his  home

here  for  some  20  years — a  period  paralleling  his  rise 
as  an  insurance  executive.  Following  eight  years  in  in- 
vestment banking,  he  joined  New  York  Life  in  1934, 
moved  steadily  upwards  and  last  June  reached  the 
next-to-top  rung  with  his  elevation  to  an  executive 
vice-presidency,  the  position  he  will  assume  next  Jan- 
uary. In  these  years  New  York  Life  has  undergone 
phenomenal  expansion.  One  observer,  writing  in  1952, 
three  years  after  Paynter  became  Financial  Vice-Presi- 
dent, noted  that  "carefully  selected  investments"  were 
basic  factors  in  that  growth. 

Paynter's  accomplishments  can  be  traced  in  both 
Who's  Who  in  Insurance  and  Who's  Who  in  Railroad- 
ing, two  standard  and  unrelated  reference-sources.  For 
instance,  between  his  designation  as  a  railroad  econom- 
ist in  1934  and  his  election  as  New  York  Life's  Treas- 
urer in  1944,  he  was  instrumental  in  the  reorganization 
and  administration  of  some  20  American  railroads. 
Throughout  his  "Princeton  Years,"  including  a  cour- 
ageous and  winning  battle  with  a  frightening  eye-afflic- 
tion, his  myriad  activities  have  centered  about  devo- 
tion to  the  best  interests  of  Trinity  Episcopal  Church 
and  the  Episcopal  Diocese  of  New  Jersey. 

For  blending  leadership  and  knowledge  and  thereby 
helping  men  to  shape  events  instead  of  being  helplessly 
shaped  by  them;  for  ranging  among  the  "seeing  fi- 
nancial minds"  of  his  time;  for  understanding  that 
nothing  can  be  as  important  as  strengthening  the  faith 
all  men  must  live  by;  he  is  the  Editors'  nominee  for

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Object:  Matrimony.  A  couple  ol 
yeai^  ago,  a  young  Spaniard  inter- 
ested in  starting  a  correspondence 
with  American  girls  initiated  lis 
proposal  through  Town  Topics.  Last 
year,  a  German  girl  who  wanted 
an  American  husband  and  prefer- 
red, above  all,  that  he  come  from 
Princeton.  N.  J.,  wrote  to  record 
her  wishes  in  these  columns.

You  put  an  herb  bouquet  or  a 
sauce  into  the  strainer  and  the  heat 
of  the  roasting  meat  carries  the 
flavor  throughout.  Remove  and  re- 
fill if  you  want  a  stronger  flavor, 
or  if  you  have  a  bigger  roast.  (Wine 
is  a  tenderizer,  you  know:  why  not 
put  a  quarter-cup  fill  of  claret  into 
that  basket?) 

Robeson  steel  is  matchless,  as 
you  know.  Now  Robeson  has  uten- 
sils to  match  its  knives:  masher, 
fork,  two  turners,  ladle,  cleaver, 
and  so  on.  Handle  of  Parkawood  is 
streamlined  and  the  steel  goes  right 
down  to  the  end.  Not  cheap,  but  a 
splendfd    investment. 

Take  Along  ...  an  armful  of 
books  on  youi  vacation  and  a  game 
or  two  for  the  little  ones  (and 
yourself.)
